Ministers declare they have to live up to 
their people. Their children, they say, must 
have good clothes, their tubles must be such 
that parishioners can visit them at any time, 
they must have the current literature, and 
besides must be able to do a little charitable 
work—all this on a 3000 salary. They declare 
it cannot be done in Chicago.

TENANT SUES LANDLORD, 
ALLEGING PERSECUTI 


Charles Clare Says an Effort Is Being 
ade by J. C. Flint to Force Him from 
His Cottage—Asks $10,000 Damages

A large portion of the moving popula- 
tion of Chicago will have to tote their own 
goods,“ according to the statements of van 
companies. The powers of the companies 
have been exerted to the utmost, the man- 
agers say, and they have not been able to 
take care of half the applications which 
have been made. : 

Because of the inability of householders 
to secure vans there may be some strange

pected features in a trial in the United 
States District. Court yesterday, and their 
presence nearly unnerved attorneys and 
spectators, upset the dignity of the court, 
and prompted Judge Kohlsaat to order his 
bailiff to take possession of the explosives.

Some of them discovered that they had busi- 
ness elsewhere, while the bailiffs crowded 
around the prisoner gee that he did not 
act treacherously. Judge Kohisaat saw the 
possibility of having his courtroom furni- 
ture and some of the witnesses blown into 
space, and he quickly ordered the dynamite 
and nitro-glycerin put beyond reach of the 
prisoner-lawyer. | |

GIRL I HELD FOR MURDER 


MRS. HUDGENS MUST ANSW ER FOR 
| PEDDLER’S DEATH.

covoner's Jury Mears Evidence of How 


the 16-¥etr-Old Wife Followed 
| Julius Stern from Her House and 
SiInshed Him with a Rasor—Killing | 
Follows Quarrel Over a Clock, Wien 
Strikes Repeatediy at the Inquest. 


For the death. of Julius Stern, a peddler, 
Mrs. Lillian Hudgens of 6226 Ada street, 
the 16-year-old girl who is accused of his 
murder, was held to the grand jury yester- 
day by a Coréner’s jury. The blood stained 
clock, over which the peddier and girl wife 
‘quarreled, was introduced as evidence, and 
during the hearing it struck repeatedly. 


The testimony at the inquest showed that 8 


Stern had gone to Mrs. Hudgens’ house 


with goods for sale. He was accused of 


having substituted a brass ring for a gold 
one. In the dispute which followed the 
young woman snatched a clock from his 


pack and a struggte for its possession fol- 


lowed. Mrs. Hudgens said she was roughly 
handled. As the peddler ran down the rear 
stairs Mrs. Hudgens, according to the testi- 
mony, attacked him with a razor, inflicting 
fatal wounds. 

Stern ran into the house of Mrs. Sarah 
M. Garside. She identified the clock, and, 
as she spoke, it began to strike, the super- 


-gtitious counting thirteen. 


“When the man ran into my house he 
said that the woman across the way had 
stabbed him,” said Mrs. Garside. The clock 
began to strike again, and again thirteen 
was counted. 


Mrs. Hudgens sat in a corner with her’ 


baby in her arms. She declined to make 
a statement. 

“They can’t hang me for that.“ she sald, 
when the verdict was announced. 

After the inquest Lieutenant Haynes ‘said: 
After her arrest the woman confessed to 
me that she and Stern had quarreled over 
some jewelry he had sold her? She grabbed 
the clock, she said, and he struck her. Then 
she picked up a razor and ran after him.“

sees’ not be canceled, because not made 
within ninety days after the date of filing 
the plats. ‘These settlers are for the most 
part old-timers who have placed valuable 
improvements on their lands and in good

power of Congress or denying to its language 
its ordinary meaning.
